They figured that the- 
city could put up ,a plant for $40,000 of 
sufficient power to not only light all of 
the streets, but city buildings as well, and 
at the same time furnish light for many 
of the private business houses. The fact 
thnt efforts were made to establish au 
ele'ctrie municipal plant at Milwaukee 
and was defeated by a number of alder- 
men voting the other way, was also 
talked about. The general opinion of 
those at the meeting was that when the 
matter is proposed to the council it will 
be carried by a good substantial vote. 


MAYOR AND COUNCIL FAVOR. 
It is known that Mayor Nelson favora 


municipal ownership and that at least 
S of the 22 aldermen arc with him, not 
only so far as a lighting plant is con- 
cerned, but water works as well. In a 
•cry few years a, municipal plant would 


for itself, either for lighting or wat- 


er works. 


As is well known the matter of a city 


cither buying tho present water works 
>lant or establishing a new plant, has 
jeen prominently before the people and 
there is no denying that when the pres- 
ent franchise.expires, the solution of the 
iroblem will be forthcoming. This of 
course involves a very heavy 
expendi- 


ture. 


INITIAL EXPENSE SMALL. 


With the matter of municipal lighting, 


however, the initial expenditure for a 
plant is a very small amount compara- 
tively. The city has tho power to erect 
poles and string wires, machinery can be 
purchased as low by the city as any pri- 
vate corporation and a plant can be op- 
crated as economically under the city's 
direction as by a private corporation. 
This was demonstrated very thoroughly 
at 
the time the Milwaukee aldermen 


looked into the matter. Because of a 
tremendous pull the project for munici- 
pal ownership in Milwaukee was defeat- 
ed. 


PROJECT WOULD CARRY. 


It is inconceivable, however, how such 


a plan could fail of passage by the pres- 
ent city council. The plans suggested by 
the "cntlemen iu conference last evening, 
vho were plain business; men, was to ag- 
itate the matter thoroughly between 
now and election, have the matter sub- 
mitted to the council in proper shape 
and then ask the body to submit the 
question to the voters. It is absolutely 
certain that with 1,400 Social Democratic 
votes, all practically pledged for muni- 
cipal ownership, together with the great- 
er majority of voters of other-parties in 
favor of the-plan, that the project would 
carry by not less than 2,000 majority. 


NOW IS THE TIME TO ACT. 


There is no time like the present to 


free the city from paying tribute to a 
corporation. It can be done more cheap- 
ly now than in five .years from now. 
While the present contract with the Mil- 
waukee Electric Railway & Light com- 
pany has some time to run, it will take 
some time to enact the necessary legis- 
lation and to install the plant, and it is 
not too early to begin now to seriously

ENCOUNTERING DIFFICDLTY 


Not an Easy Task to I-lno CD Senators on 


Organization.' ' 


MADISON, Wis., Dec. 22.—Administra- 


tion men are not only bothered about the 
senatorial situation, but are encounter- 
ing difficulty in persuading senators-elect 
to accede to their 
organization 
plans. 


Since the conference of La Follette sena- 
tors was held here some weeks ago every 
effort has been made to bring in senators 
and gain their consent to the plan pro- 
posed, in order to control all the more 
important committee places. 
Notwith- 


standing the failure to show the strength 
necessary to organize the senate along 
lines desired by the La Follette lenders, 
it has been given out that the administra- 
tion would control the organization even 
to the appointment of pages and messen- 
gers. 


From statements made since the con- 


ference by senators who were in atten- 
dance the fact is disclosed that the ad- 
ministration leaders have been unable 
to convince a number of the senators 
that terms of service, experience, and de- 
tail knowledge arc not to be considered 
in-the makeup of committees, and that 
only administration men should be. given- 
the chairmanships.'-To -this -planySena- 
tors Hatten, Wipperman, and others dis- 
sented openly. The claim wasimade: .that, 
Senators Stevens and Wilcox, who arc 
new members, both took pronounced 
stands against such a course, the former" 
declaring at the conference that he did 
not propose to lend 
himself 
to 
any 


scheme to punish men he had never met 
and about whom he knew nothing. The 
position taken by the dissenting sena- 
tors caused a change in plan and from 
a formal caucus to organize the senate 
the meeting took the form of nn informal 
conference. 


The question of making up the commit- 


tees is one of the bothersome features, 
and up to this time, according to state- 
ments made, the 
administration 
men 


have been unable to harmonize the con- 
flict confronting them. With Governor 
La Follette in the field as a candidate for. 
the senate, and a moral obligation, • as 
they claim, standing in the way of his 
election until the legislation he stands 
pledged to is passed, the committee 
places, from an administration view, are 
essential. Without the legislation of the 
particular kind the governor has demand- 
ed it will be a confession, to Wisconsin 
that the laws were of secondary impor- 
tance to the senatorship. Frear is to 
whip the senate into line, and the or- 
ganization is badly needed, so that the 
way can be cleared for the governor's 
senatorial success.

HUNTERS IIAYE POOR LUCK 


U»o of Ferrets Is Condemned by Many 


Hunters of this city have been 
out 


skirmishing jn all parts of the country 
and renort rabbits more scarce than in 
any time for ten years. Often fifteen and 
twenty miles of territory is traveled and- 
perhaps one rabbit is bagged.-' This condi- 
tion of things is attributed .to the fact 
that ferrets arc used to hunt the game 
and has a tendency to exterminate rab- 
bits in particular. 


Some hunters have called upon Assem- 


blyman Bell and talked with him in re- 
gard to a bill being introduced in the 
legislature making it unlawful to hunt 
rabbits with a ferret, at least in Racine 
county. A good majority of the hunters 
in this -vicinity are also in favor of a 
law to prohibit duck shooting in the 
spring. What makes the hunters feel 
bad is when they come up Main street 
and see scores of dead rabbits in front 
of a meat market, also dozens of squir- 
rels, when they are not able to kill any.

PARTIAL TO THE JAPANESE. 


The Skters of Mercy on the other 


hand have shown a decided partiality for 
Japanese patients and there has been 
some jealously aroused among the Siber-. 
ians, who thought the Japanese were 
"getting the best of it" at the hands of, 
the nurses. Most of the Japanese wound- 
ed have, therefore, been placed in the 
hospitals -with Russian soldiers. The Fin- 
landers, almost alone of the Europeans, 
take an interest in the policies of the 
fighting, but they makcjaoae .the .worse . 
soldiers for that. 


CANNOT UNDERSTA-ND SUICIDE. 
One of the most inexplicable things to 


the Russian soluier is the hibit of the 
Japanese to commit suicide when con- 
fronted with defeat. There arc so many 
eye witnesses reports of this nature that 
it is impossible to discredit them all. Jap- 
anese officers especially seem to make a 
practice of saving their last cartridge for 
themselves. A Russian under the cir- 
cumstances would either go down fight- 
ing, leaving his enemies to do the killing,' 
or°else surrender if he thought there was 
nothing to be gained by holding out. 
In 


the capture of Poutiloff (Lone Tree) hill 
especially there were a number of such 
cases. 
"When the Japanese batteries 


were captured one officer shot himself 
across his gun. 
Another drew his sword 


and fenced at the empty air until he was 
shot. 


PREFERRED DEATH IN FLAMES. 
During the same fight two villages oc- 


cupied by the Japanese were surrounded 
and burned. Numbers of the Japanese re- 
mained quietly in the huts and were 
burned to death. A Russian officer haul- 
ed two Japanese prisoners out o£ a blaz- 
ing hut but one slipped back and perish- 
ed in the flames. Japanese officers were 
found in the huts after the fight, burned 
to death or suffocated, sitting in chairs 
as though they had been quietly await- 
ing their doom.

If the supreme court interpreting the 


federal constitution hold ns they 
have 


the legislature, find this of course in- 
cludes any Inw making body, can not 
delegate its powers to fix rates even for 
five minutes to any commission or com- 
missioners or board, it need not prevent 
congress amending such 
constitution 


which will give such powers when prop 
crly delegated. Even that august^body 
our sunreim; court of tlie United States 
is not above any federal constitution. 


It is this position of the court that 


has in the .years past, decision by dpci; 
ion gradually'deprived the Inter State 
Commerce Commission of any power to 
enforce its decisions or findings, and it 
is thir< no\v that i* insisted stands in the 
way of congr«s* delegating increasc< 
powers to the Commission, of enforcing 
uny of its decisions when such finds any 
road or roads are charging unfair rate; 
or rates too high, proceeding to say wha 
just rates shall be until such time n» any 
rond or roads upon npprnl may decide 
the case, that is if the court shall snj 
the roads nrc right then the Commissioi 
decision fails, but if the court says road 
are wrong then the rates as fixed remain 
in force. 


It is to nvoid the nssortod position of 


the supreme court that prominent men 
advocate the establishing of courts for 
railroad purposes with another 
higher 


court of appeals made up of all the mem- 
bers of such court assembled together or 
a mnjority of them constituting ix quo- 
rum. In this condition the present Inter- 
state Commerce Commission would be 
disbanded, nnd the courts take it* place. 
When a case was brought before any 
such court awl a decision rendered say 
adverse to a railroad, tho decision would 
go into effect if there was no appeal, but 
if the road or roads affected took an ap- 
peal to the court of appeals aud in course 
of due time this court held the original 
court of trial was correct in deciding the 
case against the road, then si ill thr rates 
' remained in forer- that long before had 
been held to be wrongful, and the roads 
proceeded to take another appeal, this 
time to the supreme court itself. 


In course of time when this supreme 


court decided the ease, if the decision was 
still against the road, thus 
upholding 


the Iv.'o courts below, the mutter was 
ended nud the roads who by terms of tho 
law had been compelled to give bonds to 
secure the plaintiffs in case of the ap- 
peal courts lioklinc adverse to 
them, 


would have to settle unless they got into

In this condition tile original shippers

presidential electors, be reduced in pro- 
portion as have the voters, as the federal 
constitution demands. 


This Chicago paper says the 
really 


great victory of the party gives this par- 
ticular'plank a prominence it otherwise 
might not possess. The editorial upon 
the subject a few days since, is as fol- 
lows: 


"The sweeping victory that assures 


a tremendous Republican majority in the 
next congress and complete Republican 
domination of nil branches of the govern- 
ment has given an unexpected: promi- 
nence to the plank in the Republic™ 
platform that reads: 


"We favor such congressional action as 


shall determine whether by ;special dis; 
crimination the-.elective franchise in_any 
state has been unconstitutionally limited, 
and if such is the case we demand that 
representation in congress fend in the 
clectoral.college shall be proportionately 
reduced as directed by the constitution 
of the United States. 


"This was the convention's method of 


dealing with tho suppression of the negro 
vote in the south, nnd because of the 
character of the recent 
victory 
which 


places the party in such a position that it 
may do about ns it pleases-a great deal 
of curiosity is expressed na to the out- 
come. 


"Originally the constitution provided 


for representation on the basis of popu- 
lation" tho apportionment among 
the 


states being according to their respec- 
tive numbers, which was to be determin- 
ed by adding to the whole number of free 
persons, 'including those bound to sen-ice 
for a term of years, and excluding In- 
dians not tnxed, three-fifths of all other 
persons.' Slaves counted, but not to the 
same extent as free men. Then 
came 


emancipation, and after that the four- 
teenth amendment. This provides by a 
general declaration for a representation 
according to numbers, excluding 
only 


Indians not taxed, but adds that where 
the right to vote is denied to any of the 
male inhabitants of n state being '21 
rears of age and citizens of the United 
States, or in any way abridged, except 
for participation in rebellion or other 
crime, 'the basis of representation therein 
shall be reduced in the proportion which 
the number of such mnle citizens shall 
bear to the whole number of male citi- 
zens 21 years of age in such state.' 


"In effect this would shift the basis of 


representation from population .to the 
voting strength. States like California 
and New Hampshire, which have an edu- 
cntional test, nnd Vermont, which ex- 
cludes persons who have not .obtained the 
approbation of the local Iward of civil 
authority, might fall in the same qitc- 
gory as the southern states, though, of 
course, the application of the rule of ex- 
clusion would have little practical impor- 
tance anywhere in tho north. 


"The situation -invites much fine-spun 


theorizing, also 
many oracular pro- 


nouncements on the broad lines of jus- 
lice. We take it, however, that what is 
needed first of all is an authoritative ju- 
dicial opinion on the southern election 
laws. If they nrc -unconstitutional they 
should be declared unconstitutional by 
the courts." 


CONSENTS OF PROPERTY OWNERS. 


In some states it seems the corpora- 


tions seeking public franchises do not 
need to secure any frontage consent, but 
whether or not this course would-win 
out in a case taken to the court of last 
resort is not BO certain. In Illinois the 
courts are holding that the consent of 
frontages is necessary where street im- 
provements arc concerned and because of 
the neglect or refusal '-of the municipal 
corporations to secure consent of property 
owners of property, abutting upon pro- 
posed improvements',, several millions of- 
dollars worth of work are rendered ex- 
ceedingly doubtful'of 
collection. This 


rule applied to municipal corporations 
would presumably be applied to public 
service corporations and though the Illi- 
nois legislature had in two amendments 
made this requirement of frontage con- 
sent unnecessary. Judge Dunn of -Chica- 
"0 holds that they are not operative nnd 
that the consent of property owners is 
nccensnry. 


If this rule is good in Illinois and is 


sustained by the supreme court, it might 
be fairly assumed'such rule would hold 
good in other states, regardless of all 
relieving legislation by the legislature 
made in the interests of public service 
corporations as in thie state. It is possi-

This if true generally should 
certainly.be as much subject to legisla- 
tion as oleomargarine. 


The condition of affairs in the town of 


Zeigler, Illinois, is disgraceful. Here is 
a town practically in a state of siege, 
with state militia camped out and armed 
bands of strikers also camped out, and 
both sides at intervals pumping hissing 
cartridges at each other. 
This sort of 


gnerillaism has been going on for many 
weeks, though it is only of late that the 
governor of Illinois consented to send 
militia there to protect American citi- 
zens in their right to work without mo- 
lestation. For tbe sake of the fair name 
of Illinois Governor Yatefi should effect- 
ually terminate this condition of 
lence. 


COMMERCE COMMISSION ON RATE 


QUESTION. 


Chicago R«cord-Herald: The report 


of the interstate commerce commission 
shows that there is no reason why rail- 
road men should get into a, panic over 
the question of ratemaking by the gov- 
ernment. "The law provides," it says, 
"for a complaint, full hearing, a. report 
and'opinion and an order. This proceed- 
ing is essentially judicial iii character 
and form, and bears no resemblance in 
any degree to the arbitrary action which 
would result under authority to make 
tariffs of rates absolutely for the rail- 
ways either in the first instance or af- 
ter some form of'hearing or investiga- 
tion." 


That abuses from overcharges exist is 


clear, and it is obvious also that where 
the trick of private cars is worked the 
abuses are outrageous. If now some ac- 
commodation is not reached between the 
railroads and the car companies on the 
one side and the shippers and the public 
on the other, the public demands are cer- 
tain to increase under continued irrita- 
tion. The railrond>3 can best avoid "ar- 
bitrary action" by gracefully accepting 
such reasonable control as will protect 
the public against the exactions of the 
less scrupulous railroad managers. And 
the car companies are much mistaken if 
they think that they can nvoid regula- 
tion on. such grounds as that the com- 
mission has no jurisdiction over the icing 
business. All evasions like this of right 
and justice tend to invite the severest 
regulations. 


NT51SD REVISION. 


A revision of our present state gnme 


laws, would be in the interest of good 
sense, and in the interest of not only 
prpteeting legitimate game, but of pro- 
testing the human game that seeks the 
protected interests. . The fatalities this 
season as in past seasons is out of all 
sense of proportion for it is figured out 
for every sixty-live deer killed it hns tak- 
en one human life or one injured. 
But 


without going into nil the details it may 
be assumed that not only in this state, 
but others, too much in reason 1ms been 
given to the alleged preservation of as- 
sumed gome, that sport bo afforded those 
'who have, the leisure and possess the 
moans to go hunting. These game laws 
oppressive as they are cvcrywhercs not 
only invade the rights of individuals, but 
invade the rights of those in the woods 
and'on the frontiers if frontiers may bo 
thus referred to in these days. 


The government paternally 
permits 


those living adjoining thcsfc public areas 
of forests to cut down ut their, pleasure 
for their needs. Even great mines have 
timbered their surfaces with the 
free 


wood furnished by their kindly govern- 
ment, and frontier settlers are permitted 
to gather wood.for thdr needs and even 
if desirable to make lumber out of tho 
trees. But, no thoughtful game laws per- 
mit settlers removed from more thickly 
settled quarters' to kill game out of sea- 
son, nor do they permit the farmer to. kill 
upon his own premises, and the same 
laws do not even protect as they should 


THE CUSTOMARY FORM. 


A coroner's jury has returned a ver- 


dict in the usual form censuring a rail- 
road company for permitting its em- 
ployes to neglect rules thereby causing 
nn "accident by which five persons were 
killed not long since. This particular 
verdict was rendered in the case occur- 
ing on the Pere Maro.ucttc railroad, a 
road the last few months sold nnd re- 
sold and sold all over again only a few 
days ngo. The accident occurred at a 
place called Elmdole in Michigan and the 
customary coroner's jury in due time de- 
liberated in the case. Tbe verdict of 
course could not exlionor.ite, for public 
sentiment is entitled.to some considera- 
tion, or public sentiment 
compelled a 


considerntion, either way, it doesn't mat- 
ter, so the verdict called it carelessness 
and distributed the verdict in equal sec- 
tions one censuring the road for per- 
mitting men in ils employ to neglect the 
rules, and the other proceeded to censure 
the employes for carelessness. This ver- 
dict goes to join several hundred other* 
of similar import. Nothing is actually 
done, and as nothing is expected to be 
done, nobody is disappointed.

remedy the existing conditions in its con- 
trol of interstate commerce. He there- 
fore suggests that congress consider the 
advisability of enacting a law for the 
legislative regulation of interstate and

franchise. 


Commissioner Garficld says the bureau 


under the direction of the secretary of 
commerce and labor, affords the appro- 
priate machinery for the administration 
of aiieh a law. 


POWERS OF THTS BUREAU.

to those of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission.

Judge Grosscup Orders Union 


Traction Company to Pro- 


duce Money.

cordingly — Sale at Present

Would Mean Bankruptcy to 


Small Stockholders. 


Sailor's Present 
of Cartridge 


Explodes Killing a Detroit 


Woman. 


CHICAGO, Dec. 22.—Judge Grosscup 


in the United States circuit court today 
refused to order a sale of the street car 
companies controlled by the Union Trac- 
tion company. The receivers of the com- 
panies made application for. authority to 
issue certificates to pay for equipment, 
repairs and improvements... Tho bond- 
holders objected and intimated the 
court should sell the property. Judge 
Grosscup in tho interests of the bond- 
holders and tho stockholders, declined to 
order the sale and ordered the Union 
Traction company to produce tho money 
required by the receivers, under their 
agreement with the underlying compan- 
ies, 
' A synopsis of Judge Grosscup's decis- 
ion follows: 


The receivers filed a, petition 
asking 


authority to issue certificates to raine 
money to pay off certificates issued for 
the purchase of cars, paving streets arid 
work of repair and reconstruction. 


The receivers accounts show that 'the 


earnings of the companies- have_ been 
more than sufficient'to pay operating ex- 
penses, fixed charges, taxesj ordinnr'y_ re- 
pairs and maintenance, but insufficient 
to pay, in addition, the ob'st of the re- 
equi'pmerit and reconstruction ordered by 
the court. 
' 


The purpose of the certificates then is 


to pay for what the court 'has already 
done, and what the court, in the imme- 
diate future may be obliged to do, in the 
way of new cars, new pavements, re-con- 
struction and electrification. 


The trustees of the bond holders resist 


on a number of grounds, the most impor- 
tant of which are, that the suit is a 
mere creditors bill and that the court 
lias no power other than to sell out the 
property at the first opportunity. 


It is:hinted rather than argued, that 


the interests of the bondholders would 
be subserved" by sale now on the auc- 
tion block; that the 
public 
interest 


would be subdivided by getting rid of 
discredited companies, nnd that franchise 
renewals would be expedited, because the 
city would deal more readily with a 
brand new company than with the old 
companies or the receivers. 


No relief to this court would be more 


welcome than to have the city, outside 
of court, dcal'with a brand new company. 
In the very near'future, I believe that 
this will bo done. 


MEANS GREAT LOSS. 


A sale under existing uncertainties rel- 


ative to franchise renewals would mean 
the possible sacrificing of every man and 
woman's interest who could not bring to 
the auction block the power'to protect 
such interest by a purchase "of the vast 
whole. The bondholders of .theec corri- 
mnies number perhaps ten thousand per- 
sons. The stockholders number as many 
more. Of these, the great majority have 
made their investments out of personal 
savings. Should a sale of' these prop- 
erties, at this time, be ordered, there 
would be on hand nt the auction block, 
the active, wide-nwake, experienced trac- 
tion people. They would have in hand 
the means for purchase. - They, would 
on the property thus purchased, create a 
new company. They might, nnd they 
might not, include in this new company, 
the little investors. 
The past, in such 


matters, is not wholly reassuring. And 
if they did not, these widespread invest- 


ing—small, perhaps, in the case of

Nor-would the-interests 
of the public,-or-a speedy, settlement of 
the franchise-'.renewals, be helped by it, 
A sale would change -.some names, but 
nothing else,1 except that, in. the whirl 
piven, another instance might be added 
to n history that ha; made investment in 
corporate enterprise a thing to be avoid- 
ed. 


Every purpose for-which-these certifi- 


cates are asked is a purpose filing un- 
der the obligation of,-the company's un- 
der existing law and the ordinances of 
the city, and,'therefore, falls within the 
obligations of'jthe Union Traction com- 
panv to finance. 


The court has arrived at a place where 


it must have funds; and the court would 
not be proceeding honestly, between nil 
the parties interested, if, while leaving 
to the Union Traction company the ad- 
vantages it obtained by the giving of its 
obligation to'finance, it cast on the un- 
derlying companies, or the bondholders, 
the burden of practically fulfilling that 
obligation. 


HEARING CONTINUED.
